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RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The recreation committee has been very busy this past 
year. As the recreation park stands now, the tennis courts 
are complete and were used quite extensively during the 
summer and fall months even though they were still being 
worked on.

The committee sponsored a very successful New Year’s 
dance of which we showed a profit of $800.59 which will 
be used toward the purchase of outfield fences. 

The skating rink and basketball area are still very much 
in the plans, but due to the lack of time we weren’t able to 
erect the rink this year. The money is still earmarked for 
this project and hopefully it will be done this summer. 

Swings and other entertaining devices are being intro- 
duced as time permits. When this project is completed 
(in the not too distant future) it will be an area the town 
can be proud of. 

The committee would like to thank the townspeople 
for their support, patience (while being constructed) and 
understanding of this very worthwhile project. 

The recreation committee took it upon themselves to 
pursue any possible avenues for monetary reimbursement 
of the stage curtain which had been stolen. Pauline Jordan 
put in many hours of research into this and managed to 
get a check from the insurance for $300.00. This is a 
start toward replacing the curtain with a new one.

At the time of this writing, extensive training is under 
way leading up to the licensure of future ambulance 
attendants.

TOWN OF GREENWOOD 
January 1, 1979 to December 31, 1979 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town of Greenwood has been 
completed for the municipal year ended December 31, 
1979. 


The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The results are incorporated in the following comments, 
exhibits and supporting schedules, 


Net departmental balances lapsed to general fund 
surplus amounted to $14,182.32. This was occasioned by 
unexpended balances in excise tax and overlay accounts 
(Exhibit D). Most unexpended balances were carried 
forward to 1980 at the direction of the Selectmen. 
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ASSETS ... The general fund cash balance of $55,528.64 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by Casco Bank 
and Trust Co., Bethel, Maine. 

Accounts receivable of $1,321.56 consisted principally 
of balances due from the County for CETA activities. 

Taxes receivable of $56,120.23 represented the uncol- 
lected balance of the 1979 commitment of $55,416.66 
and a balance of $703.57 from prior years. 

Tax liens amounted to $6,930.43 at the year end, 
while tax acquired property totaled $1,204.04. 


LIABILITIES . . . The Town had no recorded liabilities 
at the year end. 
SURPLUS .. . Appropriation account balances carried 


forward to the ensuing year amounted to $42,292.91, and 
represented departmental balances carried forward at the 
direction of the Selectmen. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $78,964.59 
at the year end, an increase of $14,105.10 for the period. 


REVENUE SHARING FUNDS .. . available from the 
State amounted to $7,591.95 and $7,477.31 was applied 
to reduce the tax rate. Federal revenue sharing funds 
available amounted to $54,700.72, of which $21,000.00 
was used as voted by the Town. Details are shown on 
Exhibit F. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the Town. Audit proce- 
dures were utilized to the extent deemed necessary to 
develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the Town at December 31, 1979, and the result of its 
operations for the year then ended.

Article 50. To see if the town will vote to adopt the 
practice of sending out notices to any taxpayer that has 
a valuation increase of $200 or more, without any pro- 
perty change.

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REPORT TO THE TAXPAYERS 
OF GREENWOOD 


The new roadway connecting Route 26 and the Howe 
Hill and Greenwood-Norway Roads was completed by the 
State Highway Department during 1980 at a cost of 
$7,719. to the taxpayers of Greenwood. 


Hopefully a portion of the road near Mud Pond will 
be starting this year. With matching funds by the state, 
the amount of $34,734. will be committted. 


The state valuation of Greenwood for 1981 will be 
$16,250,000. an increase of 12%. 


The auditor’s report will not be listed in the Town 
Report because of the printing deadline. Instead the 
1979 Audit will be listed. A copy of the 1980 Audit 
will be available to any interested taxpayer upon com- 
pletion. 


The Assessor will again be working weekends in the 
months of April, May and June. Buildings will be valua- 
ted by the 1980 State Manual. 


The Selectmen have made our recommendations con- 
cerning a number of requests. In order to keep town 
employee’s salaries on the level as they have previously 
been, we have increased some and lowered other requests. 


We have been very fortunate in having Diane doing the 
bookkeeping, reports, and getting the work done, and in 
having Norman assisting the Road Crew. Without their 
help, it would have been a very difficult year for the 
Town.
